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Report of the School Board. 


To the Parents and Citizens of Barrington : 


Following the usual custom, a brief summary of the 
year’s work in our schools is hereby submitted by the 
school board. 

Eleven schools have been maintained, with a total of 
thirty-one: weeks in most of them. Owing to the illness of 
Miss Alice Chesley, who has taught successfully in the 
Evans school for an extended period, it was found neces- 
sary to procure a new teacher for the winter term. One 
was engaged, but was unable to obtain board within the 
district, or within a reasonable distance of the school, con- 
sequently there has been no winter term there. It is the 
_opinion of the board, that, unless there is someone who 
will board a teacher, the pupils in this school will have to 
be conveyed to the France school for the coming term. 

An epidemic of whooping cough in the Green Hill school 
shortened the winter term there. 

In most of the schools the average of attendance, particu- 
larly during the winter term, has been much higher than 
last year, which is very gratifying. 

Much difficulty has been experienced in securing competent 
teachers, the schools in several instances being delayed in 
opening, as it seemed impossible to find teachers at all 
suitable. 

In our correspondence with teachers’ agencies in Portland 
and Boston we learned that they were unable to supply the 
many calls for teachers. | 

We have employed the best that we could obtain, with 
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good results in most instances. When not satisfactory, the 
incumbent has been promptly removed at the end of the 
term. . 

The state law relative to the teaching of physiology and 
hygiene having special reference to the effects of alcoholic 
stimulants and of narcotics upon the human system is very 
strictly defined. The penalty for neglect or refusal to 
comply with its requirements by any member of the school 
board is a fine of two hundred dollars. Realizing that we 
were open to a fine, as our supply of physiologies was wholly 
inadequate and out of date, we exchanged for Overton’s, 
which have proved both interesting and instructive. 

It was advised in last year’s report that two hundred 
dollars be raised for needed repairs on the Canaan, Pond 
Hill and Oak Hill school houses. The sum of one hundred 
and fifty dollars was raised, by vote of the district, for this 
purpose. The Canaan school house, which was badly out of 
repair on the interior, has been greatly improved by having 
a new chimney, new desks, a new floor, new doors, and the 
walls and ceiling have been newly plastered. 

The marked advance in lumber and all other builder’s 
supplies raised the cost of these repairs beyond the amount 
anticipated, the expenditure being $202.23. Two new closet 
doors at Pond Hill and a few very minor repairs like glass 
and setting made a total of $207.72 expended for repairs. 

By law we are allowed to use five per cent. of the regular 
appropriation for such purpose, and the bills were thus 
covered, although, of course, only a small sum had to be 
taken from the general fund. 

This, together with. the higher salaries paid teachers in 
some of the schools, and the fact that bills of last year 
amounting to forty dollars had to be paid from this year’s 
appropriation, are responsible for the schools being in 
session thirty-one weeks, instead of thirty-four weeks as 
last year. 
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The school house at Canaan still needs shingling; that at 
Pond Hill leaks quite badly on the north side, and must be 
shingled, and the chimney, which is deemed unsafe, must 
be repaired to prevent a greater disaster. The buildings 
at Waldron’s Hill and Oak Hill are badly out of repair, as 
well as several others. Therefore, we would urge the need 
of a larger appropriation for the coming year for repairs. 
We should at least keep the roofs of our buildings whole, by 
which to avoid incurring greater expense. 

We would again urge a closer acquaintance between 
parents and teachers, greater co-operation. In this way 
they become accessible to each other and may advise 
together as to the individual needs of each pupil. Only by 
this co-operation, this working together in harmony, can the 
best possible results be obtained. Without this we cannot 
hope to reach a high standard in our public schools.
